The prior art submission of March 1, 2007 lacks items (A) and (B) above. As to (A), the 
submissions refer to the sale of a product and not to publications. As to (B), the citation 
submitted lacks any explanation of how the patent owner considers the references to 
be pertinent and applicable to the patent and believes to have a bearing on the 
patentability of any claim of the patent. Accordingly, the submission is hereby returned 
to the patent owner as an attachment to this Notification as per the procedure outlined 
in MPEP 2206.
